To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

the  Droxford  Rural  District  Council. 


I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1948,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Rural  District 
of  Droxford. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  report  there  have  been  no  deaths  from 
infectious  diseases. 

No  case  of  diphtheria  occured  during  the  year. 

The  parents  are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  wisdom  and  foresight 
they  have  shown  in  having  their  children  immunised  and,  incidentally, 
in  so  helping  to  protect  the  community  as  a whole  against  diphtheria. 

The  general  practitioners  also  deserve  much  praise  for  the  magni- 
ficent work  they  have  done — not  only  in  carrying  out  the  immunisa- 
tions, but  also  in  helping  to  make  the  parents  diphtheria  immunisa- 
tion minded. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act  came  into  operation  on  the 
5th  July,  1948.  Under  this  Act,  the  Hampshire  County  Council 
became  the  Local  Health  Authority  responsible  for  Vaccination, 
Immunisation,  Domestic  and  Home  Help,  Home  Nursing,  Health 
Visiting,  Midwifery,  Ambulance  Services,  Prevention  of  Illness, 
Care  and  After-care  and  for  the  supervision  and  treatment  of  patients 
suffering  from  mental  disease  or  defect. 

The  general  arrangement  of  this  Report  has  been  retained  in 
order  to  make  it  of  more  practical  value  as  a guide  to  the  health 
services  available  for  the  district. 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Lindley,  the  Chief  Sanitary  Insp.^ctor,  and 
Mr.  Potter  and  Mr.  Wenden,  the  Additional  Sanitary  Inspectors,  for 
their  valuable  co-operation  and  assistance  in  compiling  this  Report.

LEGISLATION 


The  year  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  forty-eight  was  a 
memorable  one — especially  for  the  medical  profession;  for,  during 
its  course,  no  less  than  five  Acts  of  medical  significance  came  into 
operation : — 

1 . The  National  Health  Service  Act,  1946. 

2.  The  National  Insurance  (Industrial  Injuries)  Act,  1946. 

3.  The  National  Insurance  Act,  1946. 

4.  The  National  Assistance  Act,  1948. 

5.  The  Children  Act,  1948. 

The  National  Health  Service  Act,  which  came  into  force 
on  the  5th  July,  1948,  transferred  all  voluntary  and  municipal 
hospitals  to  the  Minister  of  Health  who  is  advised  by  a Central 
Health  Services  Council.  The  country  is  divided,  for  hospital, 
consultant  and  specialist  services,  into  regions  which  are 
controlled  by  Regional  Hospital  Boards.  Hospital  Manage- 
ment Committees  are  appointed  by  these  Boards  for  the  admin- 
istration of  groups  of  hospitals.  County  Councils  and  County 
Borough  Councils  are  nominated  as  Local  Health  Authorities 
responsible  for  the  personal  health  services.  The  General 
Practitioner  service  and  the  dental,  ophthalmic  and  phar- 
maceutical services  are  provided  by  the  Executive  Councils, 

The  National  Insurance  (Industrial  Injuries)  Act,  provides 
insurance  against  personal  injury  caused  by  accident  arising 
out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employment,  and  also  against 
certain  industrial  diseases. 

The  National  Insurance  Act  provides  for  payments  to  be 
made  in  respect  of  unemployment  and  sickness.  The  National 
Insurance  Fund  is  made  up  of  weekly  contributions  from 
employers,  employees  and  Exchequer  contributions. 

The  National  Assistance  Act  transferred  to  a National 
Assistance  Board  many  functions  carried  out  by  former 
Public  Assistance  Authorities,  and  makes  provision  for  those 
who,  through  various  causes,  are  not  entitled  to  insurance 
benefits.  The  “ health  ” functions  of  the  former  Public 
Assistance  Authorities  have  been  taken  over  by  the  National 
Health  Service.

The  Children  Act  provides  a comprehensive  service  for 
the  care  of  children  who  lack  the  opportunities  and  advantages 
of  a normal  home  life.

Natural  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

The  district  is  situated  in  the  south-east  corner  of  Hamp- 
shire. 

Its  predominant  geographical  feature  is  the  river  Meon, 
which  enters  at  the  north-east  corner  of  the  district  and  flows 
out  at  the  south-west  corner,  roughly  dividing  it  in  half. 

The  chief  industries  are  naturally  agriculture  and  forestry, 
although  brick  and  tile  works  still  employ  a few  residents  in 
and  around  the  parishes  of  Bishop’s  Waltham  and  Soberton. 
Some  light  engineering  repair  works — mainly  for  agricultural 
implements — have  become  established  in  the  last  few  years. 

Farming,  small-holdings,  poultry  farming  and  extensive 
fruit-growing,  together  with  the  various  occupations  incidental 
to  agriculture,  constitute  the  principal  means  of  the  livelihood 
of  the  population. 

There  has  been  little  change  in  the  social  activities  of  the 
district;  but,  owing  to  increasing  facilities  of  transport,  the 
inhabitants  are  better  able  to  visit  the  neighbouring  towns  of 
Southampton,  Winchester  and  Portsmouth. 


Water. 


Of  the  seventeen  Parishes  within  the  Rural  District,  five  are 
without  a piped  water  supply,  and  the  dwellings  are  dependent 
on  wells  and  rain  water  storage  tanks. 

Sampling  and  inspection  of  these  sources  of  supply  are 
carried  out  whenever  complaints  are  received  as  to  the  quality 
of  the  water. 

The  main  difficulty  in  the  district  is  due  to  the  number  of 
shallow  wells,  especiallv  w]irn>  suffici-'n'  pre^audons  have  not 
been  taken  against  surface  contamination.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
schemes  under  consideration  will  make  main  water  available 
to  the  majority  of  premises  at  present  relying  on  this  source  of 
supply. 

Drainage  and  Sewage. 

There  are  no  sewage  works  in  the  district,  with  the  exception 
of  the  small  disposal  units  provided  on  the  new  housing  sites. 
Drainage  of  W.C’s  and  sinks  is  by  means  of  the  conservancy 
system  and  cesspools  are  emptied  by  the  Local  Authority  at  the 
request  of  the  occupier.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  work  is  performed  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Hampshire  County  Hospital, 
Winchester  (Telephone  3807),  and  specimens  of  clinical  materials 
(sputum,  swabs,  etc.)  and  samples  of  water,  milk  and  food- 
stuffs are  sent  for  bacteriological  examination  to  Dr.  R.  Mac- 
kenzie, Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory. 

The  County  Laboratory  carried  out  the  chemical  analyses 
of  water,  sewage,  milk  and  other  samples  submitted  for 
examination. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

For  Cases  of  Infectious  Diseases. 

During  the  year,  an  ambulance  was  available  at  both 
the  Alton  Isolation  Hospital  (Telephone  2349)  and  Portsmouth 
Isolation  Hospital  (Telephone  2046)  for  the  conveyance  of 
infectious  cases  from  North  Droxford  and  South  Droxford 
areas  respectively. 

For  Cases  of  Ordinary  Sickness. 

For  the  transport  of  non-infectious  and  accident  cases, 
two  British  Red  Cross  Ambulances  were  available  in  the  district. 
One  was  stationed  at  the  British  Red  Cross  Society  Headquarters, 
Corhampton  (Telephone  by  day,  Droxford  4,  by  night  Droxford 
20),  and  the  other  at  Brewery  Yard,  Bishop’s  Waltham  (Tele- 
phone Bishop’s  Waltham  265).  Since  the  5th  July,  1948,  the 
British  Red  Cross  Society  has  been  acting  as  a County  Council 
Agent.

Paratyphoid  “B.” 

During  June  and  July,  there  was  a small  outbreak  of  para- 
typhoid fever  in  the  district. 

There  was  a total  of  six  cases  which  consisted  of  four 
adults,  a school  child  and  a baby. 

It  would  appear  that  five  of  the  cases  picked  up  the  infec- 
tion from  the  same  source,  as  their  illnesses  started  within  a 
few  days  of  each  other.  The  remaining  case  was  that  of  a baby, 
who  evidently  contracted  the  infection  from  his  young  sister. 

An  article  of  food  was  suspected  to  be  the  vehicle  of 
infection,  but  all  samples  taken  were  negative,  and  the  original 
source  of  infection  was  never  discovered. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that,  as  a result  of  f'urther  invesfiga- 
tions,  two  ambulant  cases  were  detected.  These  were  both 
adults  and  the  onset  of  their  illnesses  appeared  to  be  three  days 
before  and  three  days  after  that  of  the  first  notified  case. 

Paratyphoid  “ B ” organisms  can  now  be  sub-divided 
into  types  by  a method  called  phage  typing;  and,  for  this  purpose. 
Dr.  R.  Mackenzie,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
Winchester,  kindly  submitted  the  original  cultures  to  Dr.  A. 
Felix,  Director  of  the  Central  Enteric  Reference  Laboratory. 
The  organisms,  isolated  from  the  patients,  were  found  to  belong 
to  the  “Taunton  type.” 
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Diphtheria  Immunisation » 


During  the  year,  730  immunisations  against  Diphtheria 
were  carried  out. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  the  percentage  of  immunised  children 
under  the  age  of  15  was  87-6  compared  with  a corresponding 
figure  of  65-6  for  the  County  as  a whole  in  1947.

On  studying  the  statistics  in  further  detail,  it  is  interesting 
to  record  that  the  actual  percentages  of  immunised  children 
in  the  pre-school  and  school  age  groups  were  81-8  and  91-5 
respectively. 

The  fact  that  over  80%  of  all  children  under  5 years  of  age 
have  been  immunised  is  extremely  encouraging,  especially  as 
this  percentage  is  exceptionally  high  for  any  rural  district.

It  is  satisfactory  to  record  that  there  have  been  no  deaths 
from  diphtheria  since  the  scheme  for  diphtheria  immunisation 
by  general  practitioners  in  this  district  was  commenced  in  1935. 
It  is  noted  that  the  number  of  cases  has  also  diminished 
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DIPflTHERIA  IMMUNISATION  PROPAGANDA.

The  Ministry  of  Health  now  recommend  that  all  children 
should  be  immunised  before  their  first  birthday — preferably 
at  the  age  of  seven  or  eight  months — and  that  they  should  receive 
a “ booster  ” or  re-inforcing  dose  just  before  entering  school 
and  again  every  four  or  five  years  throughout  school  life. 


Scabies. 


Scabies  should  be  regarded  as  a family  infection;  and  all 
members  of  the  same  family  should  present  themselves  for 
treatment  simultaneously — whether  or  not  they  complain  of 
“ the  Itch  ” and  show  evidence  of  scabies  at  the  time.  Other- 
wise an  early  case  may  escape  detection  and  the  parasite  may 
thrive  in  one  member  and  re-infect  the  others. 


Pediculosis. 

Pediculosis  should  also  be  regarded  as  a family  infection; 
and,  when  a child  is  found  to  be  verminous,  all  the  members 
of  the  family  should  offer  themselves  for  examination.  This 
wise  practice  should  ensure  that  any  undetected  case  in  the  same 
family  would  receive  immediate  treatment  and  that  there  would 
be  no  further  spread  of  infection  to  others.

INSPECTOR 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply. 

Twelve  Parishes  are  supplied  with  a piped  supply  of  water, 
chiefly  by  statutory  water  undertakings  within  whose  area 
of  supply  the  Parishes  are  situate,  as  follows: — 

Gosport  Waterworks  Company  — Bishop’s  Waltham, 

Boarhunt,  Shedfield, 
Swanmore,  Wickham. 

Portsmouth  Water  Company  — Denmead,  Hambledon, 

Southwick  and  Widley. 
Southampton  Corporation  — Curbridge,  Curdridge, 

Durley 

Droxford  R.D.C.  — West  Meon. 

During  the  year  mains  costing  £2,522  have  been  extended 
in  their  area  by  the  Gosport  Waterworks  Company  principally 
to  serve  new  housing  estates. 

Little  progress  has  been  made  in  1948  with  the  Meon  Valley 
Water  Scheme  which  embraces  the  Parishes  of  Corhampton 
and  Meonstoke,  Exton,  Soberton,  Droxford  and  Warnford. 

Frequent  samples  of  water  are  taken  by  the  Statutory 
Undertakers  and  also  in  respect  of  the  Council’s  undertaking 
at  West  Meon. 

In  each  case  the  results  were  very  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Further  consideration  was  given  to  the  sewerage  schemes 
for  Bishop’s  Waltham  and  Wickham,  although  no  definite  date 
can  be  given  when  the  work  will  be  commenced. 

Certain  sewer  ditches  in  the  Parishes  of  Bishop’s  Waltham 
and  Wickham  are  cleansed  periodically  by  the  Council. 
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Public  Cleansing. 


The  collection  of  night  soil  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  district  although  this  scheme  is  not  fully  comprehensive 
in  certain  outlying  Parishes.  Cesspools  are  also  emptied  through- 
out the  district,  allowance  being  made  for  four  free  emptyings  per 
annum.

Household  Refuse  is  collected  throughout  the  district 
twice  monthly  whilst  Bishop’s  Waltham,  Shedfield  and  Wickham 
have  a weekly  collection.  This  is  done  by  direct  labour  and  I 
estimate  that  208,409  dustbins  or  receptacles  have  been  emptied 
during  the  year.

Rodent  Control. 

The  whole  of  the  cost  of  Rodent  Control  was  borne  by  the 
General  Rate  Fund  from  the  1st  January  until  the  6th  April,  when 
The  Private  Dwellings  (Special  Assisted)  Scheme  again  came  into 
operation  and  a grant  of  50%  was  obtained  from  the  exchequer. 

The  whole  of  the  operational  side  of  the  scheme  was 
carried  out  by  a Senior  Rodent  Operative  and  an  assistant,  who 
commenced  his  duties  in  the  middle  of  May. 

Block  treatment  of  the  whole  areas  was  commenced  in  May, 
starting  in  the  northern  parishes  and  following,  roughly,  the 
course  of  the  river  Meon. 

It  was  found  necessary  to  treat  1,729  premises  of  all  kinds, 
including  refuse  dumps  and  depots  owned  or  operated  by  the 
Local  Authority.  The  number  of  dead  rats  recovered  after  all 
operations  was  1,429. 

In  the  case  of  business  premises  treated  a charge  was  made 
on  the  occupier  on  a “ Cost-Plus  ” basis.
